Improvements. 

In accordance with the promise 
made our readers a few days ago, wo 
proceed to furnish more at length ,thau 
wns posaiblo on Friday, tho important 
improvements now in progress in tho 
Province. Tho statistics furnished 
by us have surprised everyone by their 
magnitude, and all are agreed that 
the effect of such vast expenditures 
amongst a population so small as ours 
cannot fail to be of great benefit. 

Beginning on Government street wo 
find the handsome. brick store for th« 
Messrs. Wilson, of which Mr. Teague 
is the architect. This is npproaohiuy 
completion, and bids fair to bo tho fi- 
nest shop in tho city. The cut stone 
pillars at the sides give an elegant and 
yet substantial appearance, while the 
largo sheets of plate glass of wnich tho 
front will consist, will display the 
goods to great advantage. Upon the 
promises now occupied by Messrs. 
Wilson another brick building will 
be erected to bo occupied by F. 
Garoscho, banker and agont of Wolls- 
Fargo. 

Also on Government street tho new 
Colonial Hotel, a description of the plans 
of which appeared in t lie Colonist of 
Thursday, will, soon lio commenced, and 
the propri uorsof theSa i Franci*oo Baths, 
under tho .same roof, have had plans pre- 
pared for the oonstruotion of new bath, 
rooms and a reoeptiou room with entrance 
for ladies from Trounce street Inolud 
ed in tlie same contract is a large saloon, 
whioli will be just in the rear of Mr. J. 
Lovett's, and will bfl occupied by bira. 
These buildings will all be of brick. 

Next we ln»ve Mr. McNifle's four stores. 
Tueso are two stories in height, of brick, 
and built from plans drawn by Mr. Tiede- 
man. Three of the stores comprised in 
tbis buiiding front 'on Government 
street, While The Grotto will be placed 
in that portion fronting on Trounce street 
and will, no doubt, prove a cool retreat 
in summer, and warm and snug in win- 

ter - , , 

Leaving Government Btreet we find on 

Store street the piles for Mr. Bpratt'a 
wharf nearly all driven. This wharf will 
bo similar to Dickson & Campbell's. 
Workmen are blasting away rock to pre- 
pare tho sito for the new moulding and 
boiler shop, wbieh will be built close to 
the wharf, thereby offering great facilities 
in tho landing and shipping of the heavy 
materials, castings, &o., used and pro- 
duced in the Albion Foundry. Mr. Spratt 
also contemplates layiug a set of ways 
adjoining the wharf, on which ships can 
bs i til >d up by st am. 

Mr. Teague has iho plans ready for a 
block containing 3 one story brick stores 
on Johnson street just below H Saunder's 
for Mr. Mauetta, one of which he will 
probably occupy himself. 

Passing to Fort Btreet we havo the 
three stores opposite Messrs. Fell & Co. 
These stores have fine fronts, and the 
rooms overhead, occupied by Mr. Spoil 
cer the Photographer, aro spacious and 
• convenient. Tbe architects, builders and 
owners are Havward 4 Jenkinson. 

On this street, also, is a pretty little 
pottage for Mr. John Harris, a littlo above 
tue Hall. 

On the same street is Mr. W. J. Jeffree a 
handsome cottage. For this Mr. Teague 
furnished the designs. It is a neat frame 
cottage, on a good stone foundation, con- 
taining mx rooms and offices, and with 
front und side entrances. 

' Coun. Trounce is architect for the con- 
struction of a frame cottage on brick 
piers for Mr. C. M. Chambers. This will 
have 7 rooms and a good wide hall and 
a verandah and covered way to the kitch- 
en. 

Coun. Trounco is also architect for Mr. 
John Wilson's new 8 ro6med frame cot- 
tage on stone foundation ou James Bay. 

Mr. Trounco islikewiso building a one- 
story frame cottage on Ran street. 

Mr. Lisk is commencing a 5-ro^med 
frame housa on tho corner of Fort and 
Vaneruver Btroft»j ana in tho • same 
neighborhood Mr. Moody has jusr com- 
pleted two 2 story frame houses, remark- 
able for their high pitched roofs and 
pointed gables, Bomewhat after tho man- 
ner of a Swiss cottage. 

Mr. L. Vegelius has in course of con- 
struction on Yates btreet a one story 
frame building on stono foundation with 
tix rooms. 

Mr. Svnfo is the architect for St. Jo- 
seph's Hospital, which will be situated 
between Collinson and Humboldt streets, 
Tho stylo of architecture will bo Tuscan, 
and the appearance of the whole will be 
plain, neat and substantial. On entering 
- wo find upon tho ground floor tho hall, 
with corridors running right and left; tbe 
oue tn tho left leading us to rooms for 
the doctor, opposite which will be a dis- 
pensary and room for amputating ami 
othor seriom surgical operations, while 
the corridor terminates iu a huge ward 
far male patients. 38 feet by 19. Return 
mg in the ti dl and taking the corridor lo 
tht ruin, we are led to th» chapel Wuicb, 
with *u anteroom ooinmuuioatiug with 
thebhapel by sliding doura and a recep 
tion room, occupies the space ou the 
front of the corridor Ou tbe other side 
aro the Sister*' room* anddomotories.and 
in the rear the kiiclipn, bath rooms, otfi 
cos and hot air apparatus for heating tho 
establishment. Ascending the* main stair 
case, 1U feet in width, we find on the up- 
per story a ward for male patients D8 feet 
by 19, and ono for females, 84 x 19, a 
library and 7 privato rooms for patients 
with all the accessary offices and fittings 
with a promenade balcony over tho piazza 
at tho roar of tho lower story. Tho plans 
ook tho premium offered by the Commit- 
tteo for competition. 

The new Custom House is tho uer.t 
building to which we proposo to direct 
our readers. ThoGtyleof architecture is 
simple und businesslike. A plain brick 
structure on a stono foundation with ce- 
ment oornors and caps to tho windows 
and doors, and tho roof is of tho stylo 
known as Mansard.' Passing through the 
main ontrauco and a vestibule wo find 
• oursolvos in tho ball, with a room for the 
lauding waiters on the left hand and 
just behind that tho main staircase a fine 
pioce of carpentering work. On tho right 
of tho entrance Is the collector's room 
with a doorway communicating with that 
<if tho chief clerk; and thin again opens 
by a sliding gloss soreen into tho long 
ioom in which the principal business of 



the establishment will bo cond noted. On 
passing into this wo find ourselves in a 
spacious apartment with . r > largo windows, 
from most of which there is a splendid 
view of tho harbor, enabling tho occu- 
pants of the room to scan it in every di- 
rection, 80 that it will bo almost impos- 
sible for a vessel to go out or come in 
unknown to them. In ono corner of this 
room is tho entrance to tho lavatory, 
and through that to the strong room, 
consisting of an iron pafo, tho door of 
which has a combination lock and tho 
whole being surrounded with thick brick- 
work, an air space being left between the 
imn and brick casing. At tho top of the 
main staircase wo find on our loft two 
rooms sot apart for tho Inland Revenue 
Department. These aro immediately 
over tho long room and command the 
same view, and mio of them has a safe 
immediate]) oter one-half of the one bo- 
low, tho safooftiio Marino and Fish- 
eries Department being over the other 
half, and the rooms of the latter depart- 
ment are also on the first fluor at the 
front end of tho building. All these 
rooms are surrounded with a fine panelled 
wainscot and hard finished with hand - 
some cornices, tho whole of the workman- 
ship being of tho most solid and substan- 
tial character as isbeflttinga Government 
building. There are othor rooms further 
skyward which wo liavo not room to do- 
scribe, also a basement containing apart- 
ments for the use of the Janitor of tho 
establishment and Bomo storerooms for 
goods respecting which any dispute may 
arise. This basement will be almost 
fireproof. Wo might say much more if 
wo had the space about tho building and 
tho wharf which it is proposed to erect in 
tho rear; but will conclude by saying] 
that it is a credit to all who havo taken j 
part in its construction. 

Mr. Heisterman has nearly finished a 
large two story frame house on a brick j 
foundation near Mr. Finlay son's, Mr. | 
Mitchell is the architect, The rooms ai 
ten in number and aro all large and hat 
finished, the upper ones affording 
splendid view of tho town apd surround- 
ing country. This house, instead of 
tho ordinary style of weather-board, is 
finished in "rustic," which seems to be 
-joining greatly into fashion, and we 
should fancy would afford a Bplendid op- 
portunity for the imitation of stone. 

Mr. Justice Crease's house, on tho 
Cadboro Bay Road, is described as ono 
of the most" courm odious private resi- 
dences in tho Province. It is a framo 
building on a solid stono foundation. 
The architecture is in the Italian style, 
two Btories in height and containing 18 
rooms, amongst which aro a spacious 
dining and drawing room. Hot and cold 
water are laid on all over the building, 
which is provided with all tho latest 
improvements.

Eastern States. 

Cincinnati, July 9.— A dispatch to 
to the superintendent of Adams Ex- 
press company in this city states that 
a despcrato attempt wus made to 
rob express messenger Burke at 
Long Point, Illinois, on tho 
Vandaliav.

There is in- 
tense excitement among railroad men 
over tho lamentable death of tho en- 
gineer, aud should the perpetrators 
ljo captured, it is believed it will cost 
tho state nothing to prosecuto them. 
Several suspectod persons are already 
under arrest and every effort is made 
by the railroad company to bring "the 
robbers to justice 

St. Louis, July 9. — General Frank 
Blair, jr., died last night ut 11 o'clock. 

New York, July 9. --It is calculated 
that tho specie shipment to-morrow 
will bo over a million dollars. 

Judgo Lawrence to-day referred an 
injunction restraining tho Trustees of 
a Jewish Synagogue from permitting 
malo and female members of families 
to sit together during tho services; 
loaving tho matter where it belongs, 
to the judiciary of the church. 

Europe 

Bklfast, July 9. — The members of 
tho Rifle team are to-day visiting the 
principal manufactories of the city, and 
woro enthusiastically cheered by the 
operatives. At lunch the Mayor pro- 
posed tho health of the team, remark- 
ing that friendly contests such as thoso 
at Dublin and Behast tended to in- 
crease the friendship between tho two 
nations aud ought to be encouraged. 

London, July 1). — Mr. Hamilton of 
the Irish team writes to' tho "Stan- 
dard:" ""I have shot against the 
American teams both in tho United 
States and in Ireland. I can say with 
contidouco there never has boon any 
team in this country ablo to beat 
them." 

Belfast, July 9. — A farewell banquet 
was given tho American team this af- 
ternoon. Mayor Lindsay entered near 
tho close of the banquet and presented 
Gildersleevo with a cup won by him 
at Clandeboyo. The Mayor said the 
citizens of Belfast wero glad tho cup 
was given to America; after further 
speeches the e mipany loft to take the 
steamer for Glasgow, escorted by the 
Mayor and a delegation of citizons. 
Thousands of people lined tho docks 
and piers to see them off, and thoro 
was loud and hearty cheering as the 
vessel steamed out. Tho party will 
visit Scotland and expect to arrive at 
Edinburgh in tho evening. 

Madrid, July 9. — Official dispatches 
report that the Carlist General Dorre- 
garry , after reaching villages of Angues 
Castas, at tho foot of Mount Guerra 
between Huesca and Jacaso, succeed- 
ed in entering Bologna district in 
Arazon, near the Pyrenees. Three 
brigades are actively pursuing him. 
The "Impartrica" says Don Carlos 
and staff have hurriedly decamped 
from Trevina. The Alfonzoiats re- 
lieved Vittera and entered tho city on 
Wednesday. The Curlists havo beon 
defeated at Trevina, with a loss of -100 
killed and GO prisoners, They are 
retreating to the northern part of 
Alava. 



The Temple of Diana 

Ephesus, one of tho twelve Ionian 
cities of Asia Minor, was famous in 
antiquity as contatniu^ one of tho scv- 
eu wonders of the world, the great 
temple of Artemis, or Diana. From 
very early times Ephesus was a sacred 
city; the fable ascribed its foundation 
to tho Amazons, ami the Amazonian 
legend is connected with Artemis. 
Tho lirst Ionian colonist in Lydia 
found the worship of the goddess al- 
ready established thero in a primi- 
tive temple, which was sqou super- 
cceded ly a magnilicer.t structure. 
This Grecian temple was seven times 
restored, tit tho expense of all the 
Greek communities in Asia Minor. In 
the year 300 u. c, it was burned to tho 
ground, but again rebuilt in a stylo of 
far greater splendor than before, the 
work extending over two hundred 
years. This later temple was 125 feet 
long and 220 feet wide. "Tho foun- 
dations were sunk deep in marshy 
ground, as a precaution against earth- 
quake," uays Pliny. Thero wero two 
lows of columns at the sides, but the 
front and back porticoes consisted of 
oiguljrovi sot col it urns placod four deop, 
Outside, at tho entrance to the toniplo 
stood a basin of porphory, 15 feet in 
diameter, for tho worshippers to lave 
aud purify themselves in, Tho inter- 
nal decoration was of tho moat auinn- 
ttious kind. The cedar roof was sup- 
ported on pilhus of jasper; tho doors 
wero of cypress. Tho ultur was the 
work of Paraxiloles, and it was sur- 
rounded by many statues, one of them 
gold. Tho imago of the goddess her- 
self was roughly bowed out of wood, 
black with age, and greasy with tho 
oil with which it was customary to an- 
noint it. When the apontlo Paul vis- 
ited Ephesus in the middle of tho lirst 
century, tlio worship of Diana still 
flourished there, and tho toicplo re- 
tained all its original splendor. Pil- 
grims to tlio venerated abodo of tho 
goddess used to buy little models of 
tho temple in silver, or precious stones, 
ns mementoes of their visit, and us 
amulets to insure to them tlio protec- 
tion of tho Ephesian Diana. Tho 
Goths sacked the oity and burned tho 



temple about 20U years later, and in 
tho reign of Theodosius I., toward 
tho end of tho fourth century, tlio 
ft.i ious zeal of tlio iconoclast, or imace 
breakers, completed tho work of des- 
truction. The ancient city almost en- 
tiroly disappeared before tlio modern 
era, tho very sight of the temple be- 
ing lost.

THE BARK UNION INTENTIONAL- 
LY WRECKED BY HER CAP- 
TAIN AND MATE. 



On tho 8th of May hist information was 
recoived in this oity of the sinking of the 
bark Union on Clark's Islaud, at tho east- 
ern entrance to tho Straits of Rosario, 
British Columbia. The bark was owned 
by Donald Beadle of this city and others, 
tho Captain, J. M. Lindell, having a ono- 
fifteenth interest. Slio sailed from this 
port on tho 20th of March, bound for 
Nanaimo, B. O, where sho was to take a 
cargo of coal and return to this port. Tho 
announcement of her wreck and total 
loss oxcitcd great surprise, because of tho 
unusually safe character of the locality 
whoro sho was sunk. Circumstances 
which havo siueo transpired have height- 
ened tho surprise in iio inconsiderable 
degree and developed tho particulars of 

.v dastardly plot 
Between Captaiu Lindell and his mato, a 
fellow named Dean, to run tlio vessel on 
a rock for the purpose of obtaining tho 
interest of tho Captain in the insurance. 
Tho vessel was insured for S3.00U in tho 
State Investment Insurance Company and 
for 85,000 in the Commercial Companv. 
On tho voyage from this port tho Cap- 
tain and his mate held frequent consul- 
tations over the matter in the cabin when- 
ever the lack of deck supervision permit- 
ted. 

the steward's discovery. 
Notwithstanding their caution, tho 
steward, whoso duties led him in and out 
of tho cabiu on several, occasions during 
tho conversation between his superior offi- 
cers, managed to cstcb the outlined of the 
plot.and subsequently confirmed his sus- 
picions by giving closo attention to the 
dialoguo while pretending to perform his 
regular duties. On tho passugo up, the 
vessel ran aground on a flat in Puget 
Sound, but managed to work off in about 
two hours and proceeded to Nanaimo. 
Tho Captain and his mate had contem- 
plated abandoning tho vessel, but, upon 
consideration, they resolved upon waiting 
until they should bo on tho return trip 
with tho cargo on board. Upon tho ar- 
rival at Nanaimo about 520 tons of coal 
wero taken on board. In tho meantime 
the steward apprised the American Con- 
sul at Victoria of tho plot which ho had 
overheard, and prophesied that the bark 

WOULD NEVER BEACH SAN FliANCISCO. 

The Consul acquainted tho United States 
authorities in this city with the steward's 
prophecy, and it was followed iu a couple 
of days by tho announcement of its ful- 
filment in the wrecking and total loss of 
the vessel. The spot which tho conspi- 
rators clioso for the consummation of 
their plot was Clark's Island, a rock lo- 
cated at the eastern entrance to the straits 
of Rosario and distanced three day's sail 
from Departure Bay. Before the time 
had arrived tho boats woro got ready and 
everything prepared for a sudden deser- 
tion of tho vessel. On the third day. which 
was May 7th last, the Dark struck. Tho 
weather was line and water almost as 
smooth as in our bay. The boats were 
lowered ami the vessel abandoned. Many 
of the sailors repaired to Victoria, but 
the Captain and mate came to this city. 
Tho Secret Service Department had bee"n 
apprised of the affair, and Detective Fin- 
negass was on the lookout for the conspi- 
rators.
